n a new effort to disqualify low-bidding 
| Ee John T. Callahan & Sons from 

getting the Andover schools job, rival 
contractor Neponset Valley has filed a 
complaint against Callahan in Middlesex 
Superior Court. 

Neponset is hoping a judge will rule that 
Callahan illegally changed its bid during a 
public opening July 13, and therefore cannot 
be awarded the Cross Street schools project. 

Neponset filed its complaint after with- 
drawing a bid protest against Callahan & 
Sons from the attorney general’s office last 
Thursday. 

“What (Neponset Valley) is requesting the 
judge to do is to order the town to disqualify 
Callahan and award (the project) to Nepon- 
set,” said town counsel Tom Urbelis. 

At the July 13 bid opening, town purchas- 
ing agent Elaine Shola asked Callahan to ini- 
tial a figure on an alternate amount after the 
contractor’s bid was read, said Joe Piante- 
dosi, plant and facilities director.

Cold comfort

aybe the calendar is off. Maybe the 
[V fname just broken. Whatev- 
r the reason, summertime temper- 
atures have been less than sizzling, cold 
enough until this week to make people trade 
in their T-shirts for sweatshirts. 

It was one of the coldest — not to mention 
wettest — Julys since 1920, according to statis- 
tics at the Northeast Regional Climate Center. 

But, despite the weather, many residents 
have been determined not to let the lazy days 
of summer slip away. 

Even in the rain, a steady number of 
Andover residents are still lining up at the 
beaches and ice-cream stands. 

“The kids just don’t really notice it,” said 
Sheila Tucker of Abbot Street, mother of 
Anne, 10, and Madeleine, 7. “Last week when 
we went to Maine, it was pouring rain, and the 
kids were out on the beach looking for sand 


dollars for hours. They were oblivious (to the 
weather),” she said. 

The same was true last Thursday afternoon 
at Pomps Pond, where thunder rumbled and 
skies were gray. Kids, shivering with blue lips, 
climbed up the sandy bank to grab beach tow- 
els and huddle just long enough to shake off 
the goosebumps. Then, they headed right back 
into the water. 

“People will still come down when it’s rain- 
ing,” said lifeguard Katya Yerozolimsky. But if 
it is “really ridiculous rain” the pond will 
close for the day, turning away even the most 
determined swimmers, she said. 

From a lifeguard’s perspective, every gray 
cloud above Pomps has a silver lining for a 
special reason. “It’s nice when it’s a cold day, 
because not so many people come,” said Yero- 
zolimsky, who still gets paid the same, rain or 
shine.

PA settles with dismissed student 
3| Victories claimed 
on both sides

fter attracting the interest of private schools 
across the region, a lawsuit against Phillips 


cademy by a dismissed student with attention 
deficit/hyperactivity disorder has been settled, with 
both sides claiming a victory. 

The suit was brought against Phillips by former 
senior Nicholas Panagopoulos and his mother, Nancy 
Axelrod, who charged that Phillips had violated the 
Americans with Disabilities Act by not providing 
enough accommodations for Panagopoulos, who has 
ADHD. Phillips expelled the student for unsatisfactory 
effort. 

Phillips has agreed to pay the cost of mediation and 
one current-year’s tuition, $25,600, in exchange for the 
mother and son withdrawing of all claims of damages. 

Last year, Judge Edward Harrington had denied 
Panagopoulos’ effort to be allowed to graduate from 
Phillips, saying the school was allowed to uphold its 
academic standards by expelling him. He said the 
damages portion of the suit could continue to a jury 
trial, but urged the groups to enter mediation. 

Both sides say they agreed to settle out of court on 
the damages portion because they were not interested

The project will be funded entirely 
out of reserves kept for such emergen- 
cies, and will not have an impact on 
current water rates for residents, he

Petkus predicts the project will cost 
approximately $492,000. 

“We'd like to have the plans complet- 
ed for January or February, and then 
we'll send it out to bid,” said Petkus. 
“We want to start this thing as soon as 
possible. 

“It really is a concern of ours. We 
like to put out water that is the best 
possible water, and if someone is not 
getting that, then that is a concern for 
us,” said Petkus.

DPW also wants to set up a long- 
range program to address all of the 
unlined water mains in town.

The dirty water is caused by iron 
sediment. 

Though the iron sediment may turn 
the water yellow, it is not harmful to 
drink, Petkus has maintained. The iron 
comes from sediment collected in the 
old, unlined pipes that make up many 
water mains around town.

Letter carrier Bob Hosty heard the 
cry of a dog in one of his customer's 
yards and, rather than hurry back to 
his truck, he went to inspect. 

The sound, he discovered, was com- 
ing from a garbage can. Quickly, 
Hosty dug down through piles of 
refuse, looking to free the animal. 

Soon, however, he realized he'd 
never free the dog. Because there was 
no trapped animal. The sound was 
coming from a toy, probably a toy that 
someone had thrown away because of 
the ceaseless dog-like sound it emitted. 

“There's garbage everywhere,” 
laughs Hosty, telling the story. “I had 
to put it all back in the barrel.” 

The story tells you some of what 
you need to know about Bob Hosty. 

He loves dogs. 

He'll go out of his way to help

their mail anymore because he’s ill, 
they couldn't just hurry back to their 
lives. 

Some had their church groups 
pray. Others baked. Nearly everyone 
sent their wishes in a note. Then sent 
them again. 

“He’s gotten well over 300 cards 
since he’s been sick,” says Hosty’s 
daughter, Kim. “Some customers on 
his route have sent him, 10, 12, 15 
cards.” 

“It’s amazing how many cards he’s 
got,” says his son, Paul. 

When Hosty came back to the 
Andover post office recently because 
an adoption stamp was being dedicat- 
ed to him and his family, his co-work- 
ers lined up to say hello. 

“He's popular everywhere. He’s a 
class act,” said Postmaster Barry Beg- 
ley, watching the greetings. “His cus- 
tomers have sent him cards signed 
with dog prints on them and every- 
thing.” 

When he was done saying “Hi” to 
his work friends, however, Hosty was- 
n't done. He still wanted to see some of 
the friends along his route — both of 
the two- and four-legged variety. 

“From here we're going to visit two

Boy Scouts good, but it 
doesn’t speak for God 


Editor, Townsman: 
As a recipient of the Life Scout 
Award anda former Boy Scout leader, | 


would like to respond to Bob 
Branscomber’s recent letter to the 
editor. 


Mr. Brascomber makes a strong 
argument that the Boy Scouts does 
more good than harm. He also points 
out correctly that parents cannot rely 
on an organization to instill values. I do 
not agree, however, that Eileen Doher- 
ty or I have “forgotten the ... other fine 
qualities that the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca teaches our boys.” 

To me, the great tragedy of the 
Scouts’ misguided policy is that it has 
been an organization with fine quali- 
ties. The Scouts has strived to be inclu- 
sive and instill the best of American 
values. I benefited tremendously from 
my years as a scout. 

However, when I was a scout, the BSA 
had not come up with the position state- 
ment linking homosexuality with moral- 
ity. That didn’t occur until June 6, 1991, 
when its board declared “homosexual 
conduct is inconsistent with the require- 
ments in the Scout Oath that a scout be 
morally straight, and in the Scout Law 
that a scout be clean in word and deed.” 

Religions typically do set the baseline 
for our standards of morality. In the reli- 
gion in which my children and I were 
raised, discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation is considered 
immoral. It was on this point that my son 
and I were forced to leave the Scouts. 

To me, it’s the height of audacity to 
assume that the BSA is “merely uphold- 
ing a standard... established by our Cre- 
ator.” That is an issue best left to diverse 
religious teachings, not to a non-sectari- 
an, supposedly inclusive organization 
such as the Boy Scouts. The board of the

tially written as $60,000, and 
was later changed to $67,000. 
But all changes were complete 
before the bids were opened, 
Callahan said. 

Shola says she simply want- 
ed to confirm the correct num- 
ber, which she read out loud as

and I made up in my mind that 
it looked like $67,000,” said 
Shola. 

She waited until she was 
finished reading the entire bid 
before asking Callahan to ini- 
tial the $67,000 figure as cor- 
rect.

To solve tardiness problem, principal will yank parking 


By Neil Fater 

Students may not return to Andover High School 
for another month, but new principal Peter Anderson 
already has found one thing he feels he needs to 
change. 

He needs to have the kids in the school, if he’s to 
educate them. 

So, to crack down on what he perceives as a seri- 
Ous tardiness problem, Anderson says he will yank 
the parking privileges of any g>3 oo 
Andover High senior who is late & 
for school too often without a 
legitimate excuse. 

Anderson says up to 15 per- 
cent of the student body is tardy 
each day. In a school projected to 
have nearly 1,700 kids this year, 
that means there will be 255 stu- 
dents coming in late every day 
this year if something doesn’t 
change. 

“I can’t conceive of a school 
where 12 to 15 percent of the kids 
are tardy every day. If I was a 
business owner, I wouldn't accept 12 to 15 percent of 
my employees being tardy every day,” says Anderson. 

Schools need to teach students to be ready for the 
work force, he says, and that includes being ready to 
show up on time. “That’s clearly a job skill that’s 
desirable,” says Anderson. 

But Anderson’s crack down on tardiness could fall 
under the label of compassionate conservatism. 

Anderson won’t take away a student’s highly val- 
ued parking space immediately. He says they’ll have 
to tally “five unexcused tardies.”

to have a crazy morning now and then. or a family 
emergency. 

“I have no problem if someone has a doctor or den- 
tist appointment,” he says. “I have a problem with 
students who arrive 15 minutes late with a cup of cof- 
fee and a bagel in their hands.” 

So, if a student is late too often, the punishment 
will be clear. 

“The space is gone. They've lost their privilege. 
Parking’s a privilege, it’s not an act to which they’re 
entitled,” he says. 

But driving to school — and therefore parking at 
the school — is a highly valued privilege most stu- 
dents eagerly anticipate throughout their high-school 
careers. 

The spaces are assigned to seniors first. and if any 
are left, to some juniors. 

This year, Anderson says there will be about 250 
parking spaces designated for students. However, 
unlike in years past, the spaces will be numbered, 
and assigned specifically to one person. Workers 
were painting the numbered spaces this week. 

Weather permitting, Anderson plans to assign 
these spaces to students in the Andover High parking 
lot on Tuesday, Sept. 5, the day after Labor Day. 

Students will be assigned spaces in’ the large lot 
between the tennis courts and the Andover Commu- 
nity Skate Park behind West Middle School. along the 
entrance road that connects Red Spring and Shaw- 
sheen roads and in the West Middle School lot. 

Andover High faculty will be assigned spaces in 
the lots near the field house and the Collins Center. 

“AS a positive outgrowth of this, I think we'll be 
able to increase the number of visitor spaces,” says 
Anderson.

Town will cut contingency 


Rebid safety-center cost 


By Rebecca Piro 

The safety center project is going to be over- 
budget and miss its initial schedule, said Plant 
and Facilities Director Joe Piantedosi. But it’s 
not as bad as it looks. 

Five subcontracting jobs that were rebid in 
July came $365,000 closer to budget than the ini- 
tial bids did, said Piantedosi. 

Originally the five jobs put the project 
$856,000 over budget. 

But, rather than redesign the entire plan, the 
project team sat down and whittled away at the 
plans, substituting alternate materials and cut- 
ting costs. 

After the rebids were opened last Thursday, 
general contractor Mello, based out of Taunton, 
still held the lowest bid of $10,277,240, Piantedosi 
said. 

That cost is still $168,240 over the construc- 
tion budget, but compared to other public pro- 
jects in Mass. that sum is acceptable, he added. 

“(The sum) is certainly well within what 
other municipal projects are coming in at,” 
Piantedosi said. “If anything, we probably did 


still high 


very well considering the market right now.” 

The overflow in the budget will be absorbed 
in other areas of the project, such as through 
cutting the contingency fund, the money used to 
cover unexpected problems. 

But there will be no compromising the quali- 
ty of the building, Piantedosi promised. 

He hopes to award the project to Mello within 
the next week or two and to break ground in 
September. 

Finalizing the contract could take time, he 
admitted, and it is likely to drag out until the 
end of August. However, the delay is not so 
great that it will cause problems in the initial 
construction stages, such as in excavating and 
pouring foundations, he said. 

“If it got delayed a lot further then we could 
run into additional costs because of winter con- 


ditions,’ he said. “But if we start in September 


we can get a lot of site work and foundation 
work done prior to the cold months. We feel 
pretty comfortable with the time frame right 
now.”

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Photographer creates compositions from scratch

y putting his creativity 

to use, Andover resident 

Marshall Darling turns 
Polaroids into what look like 
paintings. 

Then again, as an original 
thinker, he’s always been able 
to turn a simple image into 
something else. 

Back when Darling applied 
to Rhode Island School of 
Design, the selective art school 
required prospective students 
to submit sketches of a boot 
and bicycle. With a fit of quick 
thinking, Darling — a self-pro- 
claimed “terrible drawer” 
whipped up a rough design, 
signed his name Marshall 
Darling, Grade Three,” and 


eventually received an accep- f ' ’ ’ 


tance letter. 

Back when Darling trekked 
through Vietnam with USS. 
forces in 1968, the young sol- 
dier snapped a hazy photo of 
bombs exploding over the Ho 
Chi Minh trail. On an inspira- 
tional whim, Darling entered 
the shot into an inter-service 
contest, won third place in the 
world, and eventually watched 
his work hang from the Smith- 
sonian walls. 

“I'm a recovering profes- 
sional photographer,” says the 
ever-humble Darling, whose 
prints of everything from 
black-and-white portraits to 
color advertisements litter the 
inside of his home like a set of 


week-old newspapers. 

After -briefly running his 
own studio during the mid- 
1970s, Darling took pictures for 


lamp catalogs “not one of 
the more exciting things in the 


Hemisphere,” he 
quips and even Playboy 
magazine. Unsatisfied with the 
profession, Darling decided to 
pursue his own photographic 
genre rather than continue to 
compromise his artistic ideals. 

“Right now, I am deeply and 
emotionally involved in 
Polaroid,” he says. “Polaroids 
are just an obsession of mine.” 

By manipulating soft SX-70 
film during the three hours 
before its emulsion hardens. 
Darling concocts processed 


and distorted images out of 


well-known town landmarks. 
With the help of a trusty knit 
ting needle — “ripped off from 
mom,” he jokes — Darling can 
transform just about any expo- 


sure into a bonafide piece of 
Salvador Dali-esque surreal 
ism. “I have an art form now.’ 
he says proudly. “So many peo 
ple don’t, and I feel sorry for 
them.” 

Darling grew up in 
Andover, but left the Merri 
mack Valley with a deep crav 
ing for worldwide fame and a 
strict vow to never come back. 
Years later, however, Darling 
calls himself a “townie” and 
entertains fantasies of a per- 
sonal show at Alpers Fine Art 
on Main Street. 

‘Tm a fanatic for the 
Andovers now,” he says. 

If Darling keeps up his cre- 
ative output, he may gain a 
few fanatics of his own.

A dream became a reality for printing enthusiasts 
Saturday, July 29, when the Museum of Printing at 
800 Massachusetts Ave., North Andover. officially 
opened its doors from 1 to 5 p.m.

Bus to Boston buffed up 


As part of its effort to improve local 
traffic conditions, the Merrimack Val 
ley Regional Transit Authority has 
announced that five new commuter 
buses _ will be used on_ the 
Methuen/Lawrence/ Andover to Boston 
bus service. 

The purchase of these new buses was 
made possible through a public/private 


process involving the MVRTA and 
Trombly Bus Lines of Dracut, the 
provider of the service. The MVRTA 


used Federal Transit capital funding to 
finance 80 percent of the purchase price 
while Trombly Bus Lines arranged its 
own private financing for the remain 
ing 20 percent. These new buses have 
wheelchair lifts, making bus service to 
Boston accessible to persons using 
wheelchairs.

Lightning 
strikes, thanks 
to Hughes 
and Petersen

Tim Hughes was the starting 
catcher and Rick Petersen the head 
coach of the New England Lightning 
baseball team, which recently earned 
the silver medal in the 13-under divi- 
sion of the annual National AAU 
Baseball Tournament. 

The two Andover residents played 
key roles for the Lightning, which 
finished second among 40 elite teams 
from around the country by going 6-3 
during the 11-day tourney in Kinsten, 
N.C. 

Each team qualified by either win- 
ning or placing second in its state 
tournament. The Lightning won the 
Massachusetts title in June at Tufts 
University in Medford.

Hughes hit over .400 in the tour 
ney and had at least two hits in five of 
the nine games. 

There was a huge crowd in atten 
dance at the gold medal final, and 
highlights of the game were shown 
on local television in North Carolina. 

Most impressive for Hughes was 
his selection to the All-Tournament 
Team. More than 600 players partici 
pated in the tourney and only 20 were 
picked. 

Other Lightning players named

GRINDING AWAY 

Unless your sleeping partner complains about the noise, 
you may have little idea that you are grinding your teeth 
Symptoms of chronic tooth grinding (called bruxism) may 
include morning headaches, a clicking sound or pain in the 
jaw, sensitive teeth, and worn or damaged teeth or crowns. 
While nearly everyone has occasional episodes of nighttime 
grinding, only a small percentage of us grind our teeth to the 
point where it causes damage. Episodes may occur eight or 
more times a night. When this problem is diagnosed, patients 
should discuss causes and possible treatments with the 
dentist. Otherwise, chronic, heavy grinding can lead to 
temporomandibular disorder (TMD) and may contribute to 
periodontal disease and tooth loss. 

For many, bruxism is not just a nighttime habit. Some 
people continue grinding their teeth during the day, causing 
even more wear and tear on their teeth. If you have a problem 
with tooth grinding, your dentist will see the evidence of it 
during a checkup. This is a good time to find out what you can 
do to save your teeth from this problem. One way to lessen 
the impact of bruxism is by wearing a night guard.

“The fact that they've settled and 
returned money admits culpability,” 
says Axelrod. “(Nick) didn’t flunk out 
of school. They tossed him out because 
he didn’t appear to be trying hard 
enough.” 

Axelrod says that’s the problem 
with ADHD — students who are doing 
their best can often appear as if 
they're not trying. 

During the 1999 court proceedings, 
lawyer Mare Redlich argued that 
point on Panagopoulos’ behalf. 

However the judge wrote, in 
explaining his decision, _ that 
“Panagopoulos has failed to meet 
(Phillips) standards, not because of an 
inability to perform due to his ADHD, 
but rather because of a willful lack of 
effort on his part, invariably excused 
by a parent who indulged his lack of 
discipline and who failed to support 
the school in its efforts to assist him to 
do his work.” 

Britton says the judge’s decision 
was the most significant element of 
this case, because it upheld a private 
school’s ability to maintain “high aca- 
demic standards.” 

She says that in the damages por- 
tion of the case, Panagopoulos was 
seeking an apology, a diploma, an 
office for disabilities on campus, one 
year’s paid tuition, and payment of all 


court costs. 

“What they got out of this case was, 
in my mind, a token to prevent the fac- 
ulty from the aggravation of having to 
go back to court,” says Britton. “I 
don’t think their case got any better in 
the intervening months.” 

Britton says it took “one long day” 
of mediation for the two sides to come 
to an agreement. 

But they clearly don’t agree on 
what the settlement means. 

“That case law will be on the books 
now,” says Britton. “You can provide 
a level playing field, but you can't rig 
the game. 

“As the judge said, it is not the 
realm of the courts, but the realm of 
the school (to set academic stan- 
dards),” said Britton. 

Axelrod says Phillips attempt to 
cast itself as a winner in the suit is “an 
attempt at good public relations, but 
the facts of the matter are different at 
this point.” 

“We are continuing to get calls 
from people all over the country,” says 
Hass. “In a lot of ways this was about 
shining a spotlight on ADHD.” 

Axelrod says the case brought 
attention to the issue and helped “kick 
Phillips into the 21st century in terms 
of dealing with kids with learning dis- 
abilities.”
